No Polloy Envolved Yet. 

Washington, July 29—Ienry Lana 
Wilson, United States ambassador — to 
Mexico, had an interview yesterday 
with President Wilson and Secretary of 
State Bryan. During an hour's talk 
he reviewed the situation inthe traub= 
led republic the last three years, 

While no policy was evolved—or at 
least none was announced—it become 
known that the president and the am- 
basador view the situation from radi- 
cally different standpoints. As a re- 
sult, it is altogether likely that tha first 
Secretary of the American embassy, 
Nelson O'Shaughnessy, will be left in 
charge of the affairs of the United 
States in Mexico for the present at 
least. President Wilson is concerned 
over-the morality of any policy adopted 
by the United States, and its effect on 
other Latin-American countries, He is 
not inclined, by recognizing the Huer- 
ta administration, to ¢inction the meth- 
ods by which he acquired power. 

_Ambassador For Huerta. 

Ambassador Wilson, (on 
hand, ‘is’ said to be inclined to disregard 
the events of the past and to look only 
to the future, is suggestions there- 
fore are said to Incline toward recog- 
nizing the Huerta regime if it will con- 
serve American interests, 

While the leaders of. American af- 
fairs were discussing matters In Mex{- 
co, other efforts were being carried out 
to reach a seltlement that would bring 
peace to the southern republe. Friends 
of Muerta are said to be working on 
him to abdicate, pointing out that it 
Would be an act of patriotism for him 
fo take such action as it would pres- 
tore confidence In Mexican finances. ‘lo 
that end, it {s urged that General Huer- 
ta should choose a minister of foreign 
affairs who would possess ithe confl- 
dence of the constitutionalists, aad 
then withdraw so that the minister of 
forelgn affairs should succeed as pro- 
Visional president and proceed with the 
holding of an election for president and 
other oficials, 

The other constitutionalist leaders 
are said to be prepared to adopt such 
a polley and to be ready to place their 
forces at the disposal of suah a pro- 
Visional government for the purpose 
of suppressing the bandits, who are 
taking advantage of the troubdlad siin- 
ation to pillage Mexicans and foreign- 
ers alike 

Could Negotfate Loan, 

The Uniled States would recognize 
such a government, and thus ft would 
be pessible for Mexico to nezolicte a 
Ioan and settle {ts finances on a solid 
basis, 

It has become known that the diplo- 
matle note citing the financial eondi- 
tions of Mexico as desperate, was sign- 
ed by the representatives In Mexico of 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Spain ani 
Belgium, It has not been divulged 
which of these countries has called the 
attention of the United States to these 
conditions, 

Both Sevrelary Bryan and Ambas- 
sador Wilson declared after yester- 
day's meeting that no policy had been 
settled upon, but the president las ‘in- 
Viied the ambassador to take a few 
days’ rest, and {t 1s rezarded as quite 
possible that his resignation will be ac- 
cepted at the end of the ves! period. 

Prcification Said Progressing. 

Paris, July 29—The Mexican lega- 
tion here yesterday {ssued a state- 
ment saying that the gavernment’s 
work of pacifying the dissension {n 
the republlo was making decided pro- 
gress. The statement instances the 
re-opening of a number of. railways and 
reports defeats of Carranzista and Sa- 
patista rebels under Manuel Gastillo 
Brito. It-adds that the Mextcan army, 
which recently was made up of only 
27,000 men, Is now 84,000 strong, 

Guaymas, Mexico, July 29—rThe in- 
surgent investment of Guaymas was 
resumed yesterday and a second col- 
umn was to be pushed forward tonicht 
under cover of darkness, reinforcing 
the extreme front, which is composed 
of 25,000 men, half of them Yaquis,

London, July 29——A brief but sharp 
struggle between police and suffra- 
gettes marked the re-arrest In Picca- 
dilly olrcus yiisterday of Annie Kelley, 
Whose prison license has expired.

union at tho pavilion theatre, enter- 
{ug the bullding in disguise. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, looking very ill, 
was wheeled on the stage in an in- 
valid's chair, e 

Both leaders made speeches. Mrs.

When Miss Kenney went out of the 
building after the meeting, she was 
wearing a different hat and coat from 
those she had on when she entered. 
The moment she appeared: she was 
seized by the police, and there was an 
fFaimenats and most determined — at- 
empt to rescue her. 

Police are Attacked. 

A dozen tall, broad-shouldered young 
men, and three times as: many women, 
attaoked the officers with fists, sticks 


and umbrellas, and for about three 
minutes the struggle continued. 
The would-be ‘rescuers surged 


around Miss Kenney and struck out 
wildly at the officers, who were trying 
to force the prisoner into the roadway. 

Tho police on their part used their 
fists freely on their male assailants, 
Two mounted officers forced their 
horses into the crowd and several per- 
sons were knocked down, but through 
{t all the police held — their- prisoner. 
They eventually lifted her into a taxl 
and then there was another struggle, 
Men and women tried to pull the offl- 
cers out of the cab, a.woman clawing 
a policeman's face. 

A passage was at last cleared, and 
the cab was driven off, Miss Kenney 
sprang to her feet, her face all smiles, 
and waved her hands to her friends, 
The cab had not gone far when. the 
tires collapsed, and it was found that 
they had been badly cut, Another cab 
was tired and Miss Kenney was taken 
to Holloway jail. 

Volce Grows Stronger. 

Mrs. Pankhurst spoke at the meet- 
Ing in tones that were feeble at first, 
but soon grew firm and resonant, She 
said: 

“Tam treasurer of the union, and 
to make our cause strong there must 
be no financial anxieties. We have 
the reserve fund that the press has 
talked about, but we de not want to 
touch a penny of that reserve,” 

Mrs. Pankhurst then put lier prison 
shoes al auction, They were sold. for 
£100, 

At the opening of the meeting the 
chairman, Mrs. Mansell) stated that the 
home secretary, Mr. MéKenna, had be- 
gun to climb down. He had changed 
the sentences of 14 days’ imprison- 
ment to four days in the cases of Mrs. 
Pethiek Lawrence, Lady Sybil Smith, 
and Miss Evelyn Sharp, and after their 
hunger strike they had been released 
today, 

Lady Sybil, Mrs. Mansell declared, 
was released because she was the 
daughter of an earl (Lord Antrim), Ut 
was a “disgusting piece of snobbery.” 

A large body of suffragettes marched 
last night from the east end to Hollo- 
way prison and made a demonstration 
in sympathy with Sylvia Pankhurst, 
Violent speeches were delivered, blank 
shots were fired from revolvers, win- 
dows were smashed, and great dis- 
order prevailed. .Several of the suf. 
fragetles were arrested.

British Shareholders of Union 
Life Assurance Company — 
Hold Meeting, 


London, July 29.—The meeting of 
the British shareholders of the Union 
Life Assurance company was held yes- 


terday- at the Ilotel Cecil. M. De- 
breck, chairman of the British commit- 
tee, presided. Mr. Debreck said the 
committee had earnestly endeavored to 
bring about reconstruction, but without 
success, He orltized several members 
of the London advisory board and con- 
demned the administration of the com- 
pany both here and at Toronto, The 
directors, he sald, had only £50 in- 
vested in the company and that the Na- 
tional Agenoy company, hich had 
guaranteed the dividends for three 
years, had not enough money of its 
own to pay the dividends for six 
months, 

Mr. Debreck outlined steps he. had 
taken through his Canadian’ solicitors 
to prevent the National Agency com- 
pany from ‘parting with dts assets, and 
sald that at the time H. Dollman Evans 
and the other directors collected £128,- 
600 from the British shareholders the 
Investments were such that the insur- 
ance department of the Dominion made 
representations regarding thelr doubt- 
ful value, and offorts wera being made 
to get the finance minister of the Do- 
minion to: inyostigate thoroughly the 
company's affairs and to punish those 
to whom punishment was due, 

As matters stoou nr, Debreck con- 
sidered the shareholders’ money entire- 
ly lost, and Intimated that legal, pro- 
ceedings might be taken against the 
directors collectlvely and individually. 

A resolution was unanimously passed 
appealing to the Canadian minister-of 
finance to take all possible action to 
cause a government enquiry to »e held 
as to the fallure of the company, and 
particularly as to the prospectus issued 
to the English shareholders in 1910.

CHINESE REBELS 
AIMTHEIR GUNS 
FOR FOREIGNERS 


Seek Revenge for Shanghal 
Volunteers Having Disarmed 
Their Soldiers, 


AFTER TWO NIGHTS OF 
QUIET FIRING RESUMES 


Shells Burst Over the Band- 
stand in Shanghai—Portu- 
guese Boy Mortally Hurt — 
Many Narrow-Escapes, 


Shanghal, July 29.—Afler two nights 
of quiet, firing was resumed here at 
9 o'clock last night. Shells burst over 
the bandstand in the foreign’ settle- 
ment andea Portuguese boy received 
mortal injuries and other forelgners 
had narrow escapes, - 

At this part the firing still eon- 
linues, It Js suspected that the rebels 
are deliberately training their gangs on 
jthe foreign settlement in revenge for 
the Shanghai volunteers having disarm- 
ed 300 soldiers and 12 officers at 
Chapel Saturday, 

Panic prevails among the Ghinese, 
crowds of whom are flocking Into the 
| foreign setllement from the native city. 
All the boundaries of the settlement 
fare constanlly patrolled by foreign de- 
tachments. 

Rebels to the number of 2,000 start- 
ed a fierce atlack on the arsenal and 
maintained a brisk fusilade. The gov- 
ernment warships shelled the rebel 
posilion, but many of the shells fell 
in the forelgn settlement. ‘The firing 
on both sides continued intermittently 
for Lhree hours. The northerners are 
holding their ground, 

Wu Sung has not yet been bombard- 
ed, although the foreign consuls were 
warned that the warships would open 
against the forts. | 

The Japanese admiral who {s_ the 
ranking officer of the foreign fleet, re- 
fuses to allow any blue jackets to en- 
ter Chapei to aid the volunteers, on 
the ground that he does not desire to 
march troops into this territory.

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THE TRIUMPH 
OF ARBITRATION 

The greatest victory for arbitration scored in recent years was made complete yester- 
day when the Eastern United States railways withdrew their demands to inject into the 
questions at issue the consideration of what they characterized as the company’s grievances 
against the men. 

4 The purpose of the railways in making this demand was evidently to introduce into 
the arbitration some ulterior questions to be traded off in the process of arbitration. Their 
elimination leaves the board free to deal with the real questions. 

Less than a month ago 96 per cent. of the railway trainmen of the eastern railways in 
United States voled to strike whenever their leaders said the word. 
in hand the organizations came with an offer to arbitrate. The only arbitration act available 
was the Erdman act, which the employees offered to accept. The railways refused on the 
grounds that the Erdman act, providing as it did for three arbitrators, left the settlement 
of all questions practically in the hands of the odd member. 
accept any reasonable amendment to this arrangement, and to facilitate matters President 
Wilson sidetracked all other business in congress while the Newlands arbitration bill was 
put through the house. This measure, enacted within 24 hours of its first appearance 
probably the most rapid piece of legislation ever put through in United States—provides 
for an arbitration board of six. Like the Lemieux act, it is conciliatory, not compulsory, but 
that its findings will be accepted goes without saying, public opinion being the safeguard 
of that.

LAMBS NOT PRESENTING 
THEMSELVES FOR SHEARING 


Day after day the stock market reports con- 
tinue to declare that business is dull on the ex- 
changes, due in every case to ‘the’ scarcity of 
money.” But in the same issues on the same days 
the trade returns show an increase in. canal traftic, 
in railway traflic, in the volume of banking loans, 
in clearing house returns, in cars of grain cleared 
at the great grain centres of the country, and in 
Imports and exports. 

Quite clearly the greatest scarcity of money 
at the present moment on the stock exchange is ‘a 
scarcity of the come-on speculative kind of money. 
In other words, the lambs are not coming into the 
market. 

This feature of the situation, at least, should be 
satisfactory. The stock market lives on the cred- 
ulity of the farmer and the country merchant. 
Wall street produces nothing. It only “merges,” 
intent in discounting the profits of future years 
and seizing them in a lump sum at once. The 
merging is done by tlre insiders of the street. The 
outsiders from the country have no chance except 
to buy the merged stock'after the cream has been 
skimmed off by the bandits of high finance. 

Whenever there is a scarcity of speculative 
money in the exchanges; that is to say, when the 
lambs are not coming in to. take up the alleged 
securities offered, that simply means that the 
country is saving money by not giving it to the 
merger gamblers.. The country would not be 
worse off, but better, if the whole crew were al- 
lowed to starve to death—or go to work, which 
is less likely. 


WHERE ALBERTA 
LEADS NEW YORK 

New York is considered one of the greatest 
and foremost cities of the world. Only recently 
there was formed in New York an assoclatton 
which has for its object the lowering of rents and 
the reduction of taxation on the homes. Among 
the demands made by this society is that the 
legislature submit to a referendum a measure to 
reduce the taxation on buildings to half of that 
levied against land. Up to date the legislature 
has not seen fit to grant the request, nor is it 
likely to without a very healthy agitation. 

The circumstances are interesting as showing 
the difference between the methods of taxation ‘iin 
vogue in the greatest of all United States cities and 
in the cities, towns and country districts in Alberta. 
New York taxes every home owner for having built 
a home, every manufacturer for his enterprise in 
engaging in industry and building a factory, and 
every landowner who builds a building. Alberta 
exempts every wealth created by human hands and 
taxes only the land value created by society. 

In the matter of taxation, Alberta is at least a 
century ahead of New York. At the present rate 
of progress, by the time New York reaches the 
point to which Alberta has progressed, Alberta will 
have socialized the land. :

In British Columbia they have a law which 
requires that apples be packed in standard-sized 
boxes, not barrels, and the boxes bear the name 
of the grower, the packer and the inspector. 

Who would buy an anonymous barrel of apples 
when he can get an autograph-copy box from some 
well-known and properly advertised fruit exchange 
whose product is backed by the inspector’s ‘guar- 
antee? 


JAPAN’S PROTEST 
LARGE SIZED BLUFF 


After all the fuss that was made about the 
Japanese resentment against the California alien 
land law, the announcement from: Washington that 
United States and Japan had reached a reconcilia- 
tion comes as somewhat of an eye-opener. 

As the California land law has neither been 
reconstructed nor withdrawn, and as Californians 
are quite as earnest as ever in their intent to pre- 
serve the state from becoming a colony of Japan, 
the fact that the Japanese have decided to ‘‘under- 
stand’’ the situation makes it look as though the 
wily Oriental had been running a very large sized 
bluff on the newly-ensconced Democratic govern- 
ment at Washington.

ITALIAN ANARCHISTS CELEBRATE 

FESTIVAL OF “SAINT” BRESCI 
“Death to kings!” 

“Down with government!" 
“To hell with capitalism!" 

These are some of the toasts that 
Will be offered tonight at the annual 
celebrations in many American and 
jItalian cities of the anniversary of the 
assassination of King Humberl 1, 
father of the present king of Ualy, 

Anarchism. has ils “saints and 
“martyrs” and its festivals, and of the 
latter the two most generally observed 
are the anniversaries of the Haymarket 
riot and the slaying of King Humbert 
by’ “Saint” Bresel, “Martyr.” 

It was 13 years azo today, July 29, 
1900, that the beloved Humbert was 
killed at Monza by the anarchist assas- 
sin BreseJ, Several shots were fired at 
the ruler, ait-of them finding lodgment 
in his body. The king was driving 
when the atlack was made, and died 
before reaching the palace. 
elared that he had left America to. kill 
the king, but denied thal he had any 
accomplices. 

Three years ago the Italian anarchists 
plolted to ‘celebrate’ the festival ot 
“St.” Bresei by  assassinating Hum- 
bert's widow, Dowager Queen Margar- 
ita, but one of the anarchists confes- 
sed, afterward committing suicide, and 
the plot was foiled. 

Of a very diferent nature will be 
the observance today at the chapel ex- 
piatoire erected by order of Margarita 
on the very spol at Monza where the 
late king was shot down, Memoriat 
services are held each year on the an- 
niversary of Humbert's death in’ the 
chapel, a triumph of the art of archi- 
tecture. 

Victor Emmanuel, who begins the 
fourteenth year of his reign today, has 
been atlacked byfanarchists on several 
occasions, He has been called “the 
most democratic sovereign in the 
avorld,"’ and socialist and radical lead- 
ers are often invited to the palace, but 
ting has not saved him from the mur- 
derous attentions of the anarchists.

THE MARSEILLAISE 


It was 12! years ago today that a 
band of some 5C0 revolutionists from 
Marseilles marched into Paris, singing 
the Marseillaise. It Awas the first time 
that dhat {mmortal hymn had) been 
heard jin the French capttal,but within 
a day ail Paris was singing it. A few 
days later the reign of  ferror was 
ushered in, when Swiss guards, ser- 
vants and officials of the ‘Tuileries, to 
the number of 800, were massacred, 
while the bands played the Marseillaise, 

The hymn has often suemed to serve 
as an Incitement to violence. It has 
been heard in many American clties 
during labor troubles, and rioting has 
almost invariably followed, — ‘The. fem- 
ining Bashibazoukas. of England smash 
Windows and destroy property to the 
air of the Marseillaise. Discontent with 
the existing order has for over a cen- 
tory found {ts musical expression in the 
stirring words and music composed 
by Rouget de Lille. Socialists and 
syndicalists, suffragettes, anarchists, 
nihillsts, republicans in) monarchies, 
single taxers, radicals of all shades, 
find inspiration in the Marseillaise, In 
France the hymn is popular with all 
classes, save the royalists and the 
Bonapartists, to whom it recalls un- 
pleasant memories, For good and for 
fl], Rouget de Lille was a genius and 
his song has been the inspiration of 
great deeds as well as ignoble ones, 
“Kor over in things eyes, O Liberty! 
shines that high light whereby the 
world is saved; and though thou slay 
us, We Will trust in thee." 


| FIRST THINGS. 


The first newspaper printed west of 
the Alleghany mountains was the Pitts- 
burgh Gazette, which issued its initial 
number 127 years ago today, July 29, 
1786. As the Gazette Times, this jour- 
nal still occupies a prominent position 
in Smoky City journalism, The Gaz- 
ette did not long remain the only news- 
paper in what was then “the wild 
West" for in the following year tho 
Kentucky Gazette was established at 
Lexington by Jolin and Fielding Brad- 
ford, In 1798 the Sentinel of the 
Northwestern ~ Territory — a large 
mouthful for the ‘newsies," if such 
there were In those days—was founded 
at Cincinnati by Willlam Maxwell, post- 
master of that town. ‘This was the first 
newspaper north of the Ohio and west 
of Pillsburgh. The Western Spy and 
Hamilton Gazette entered the Ohlo fleld 
in 1799, and in {804 the Liberty Hall 
and Cincinnati Mereury made {ts ap- 
pearance. The Inquisitor and Cinoin- 
nati Advertiser was another early Ohio 
journal. The Canton Repository, still 
in existence, was founded in 1844 by 
John Saxton, who continued at the helm 
until Lis death in 1874. During his re- 
markable journalistic career, Saxton 
published accounts of the battle of 
Waterloo, the Ameriaan civil) war, 
and tho surrender of Sedan:

Was one of the principal diversions of 
the New Englanders of the seventeentt 
and eighteenth centuries, and, on this 
dato in 1714, all Boston gathered at 
the waterfront lo witness the — final 
preparations for the sailing of the ex- 
pedition which, it was hoped and be- 
lieved, would wrest the norlliern coun- 
try from the “papists.”. The fleet pre- 
sented a brave array, and the English 
flag flaunted over the fifteen ships-ot- 
war and forty transports. Under the 
command of Sir Hovenden Walker were 
seven regiments of veterans from Marl- 
borough's army and a battalion — of 
marines, besides the colonial troops. 
The embarkation of twoops was com- 
pleted on July 29, 4741, and on Lhe 
following morning the fleet proceeded 
out to sea, The omiddle of August 
found the expedition in the St. Law- 
rence, and suceess seenied certain 
when, on the 22nd of that month, a 
storm wreeked elght of the vessels. 
The remainder returned to Boston, hav- 
ing accomplished nothing.

Tracy's expedition against the Iro- 
quois bore fruit on this date, July 29, 
in 1667, when the chiefs of the Mo- 
hawks appearcd in Quebee to sue for 
peace. The other four nations of the 
league had already taken similar aetion. 
The Indians left some of their number 


agreed to, and the peace won by force 
of arms and riveled by religion con- 
tinued without serious rapture for 
20 years, in the long and bloody 
history of Canadian Indian warfare, 
Tracy's expedition was the most pro- 
ductive of good results, and in the re- 
sullant period of peace many indus- 
tries—including Canada’s first brewery 
—were established. 2

Although a lawyer and active in poll- 
ties, he never held oMce unth sent. to 
the Senate in 1895. His election as 
Democratic leader of {he Senate a cou- 
ple of years ago was in spile of the de- 
termined opposition of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, svho denovnced the Vir- 
ginian as.a reactionary. 

Farmer William C. Brown, who is 
president of the New York Central 
railway system as a side line, passes 
his sixtieth milestone today. He owns 
one of the finest and most productive 
farms In Towa, and It is said’ that he 
makes more out of agricullure than 
railroading, although his salary as 
president of the New York Gentral is 
by no means a small one. He spends 
three or four months of each year in 
Towa, and has taken an active interest 
in improving-agricutture in that state. 
He began his railway service wooding| 
engines on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul in 1869, anit afterward was 2& 
section hand and telegraph operator on 
that road.
